They are at regular 
periods offered up to the gods, and In- 
stead of shrinking from this horrible 
doom they accept it with pride and 
gratitude. Nothing Is refused to these 
girla while they are alive. If one of 
them sees a handsome dress or orna- 
ment on a woman and expresses a de- 
sire to have it, the woman must give it 
to her. Men are also sacrificed, though 
cot for religious reasons, and they 
welcome death as eagerly as the girls. 
Count de Cardl once tried to save one 
of these victims, but instead of thank- 
ing him, the man reviled him so bitter- 
ly for interfering and scolded the by- 
standers so heartily for delaying to 
carry out the sentence that they 
promptly stopped his mouth by killing 
him. 
The worst insult which one woman 


can offer to another is to hold out the 
right hand in front of her with the in- 
dex and middle flnger forming the let- 
ter V. This means, "You will become 
the mother of twins." When twins are 
born in this region, they and their 
mothers arc killed, as a rule, and wher 
n mother dies in giving birth to a child 
the latter is' also killed and buried with 
her. It is not superstition which im 
pels the negroes to dispose of mother 
less infants in thrs heartless fashion 
but the grc.it difficulty of rearing them.
